Washington, May lio.— I'robably the 
most striking recommendation in 
President Wilson's message, read be- 
fore Congress at noon today, Is that 
the wartime ban on wine and beers 
ha Uttad. H|s rabommendatlon does 
not extend to the stronger Intoxicat- 
ing beverages. That part ot his mes- 
sage reads us follows: 

"The demobilization of the mili- 
tary forces of the county has pro- 
greased to such a point that It seems 
to me entirely safe now to remove the 
ban upon tha manufacture and sale 
of wlnea and baara, but I am advised 
that without further legislation I have 
not the legal authority to remove the 
present restrictions. I llu'ieforc re- 
commend that the act ai)proved No- 
vember 27, 1918, entitled 'An act to 
enable the Secretary of Agriculture to 
carry out during the flsoal year end- 
ing Juna SO, 1919, the purposes ot the 
act entitled, 'An act to provide fur- 
ther for the national security and de- 
fense by stimulating aRricnlture and 
facilitating the dlstrilmtion of ,^^^i- 
cultural products', and for other pur- 
poses, be amended or repealed inso- 
far as it applies to wines or beers." 

The aaeond aoat striking Yeoom- 
mendatlon la that calling tor the re- 
turn of the railroads, as wall as the 
telegraph and telephone lines, to pri- 
vate ownership and control. This is 
the first authoritative dcrluralidii Ijy 
the Administration of its future policy, 
and greatly surprised many members 
who had Interpreted the developments 
of the last tew months to mean that 
Mr. Wilson eventually would propose 
soma form ot permanent Ctovemm'ent 
operation. On the contrary, the di- 
rectness of the President's declaration 
on that point left no doubt that he was 
through with any possible sohenio of 
permanent retention. 

"The telegraph and telephone lines" 
the mesaaga raada. "will, of course, be 
returned to thalr powers as soon as 
the transfer can ba affected without 
administrative confusion The rail- 
roads will be banded over to their 
owners at tha and ot tha calendar 
ear." 

In the case of each the President 
asked tor legislation to make easier 
the readjustmenta necessary bdcause 
ot tha change. 

The foregoing features are the "high 
lights" of the message, which Is 
unique in that It is the flrst in .Ameri- 
can history over cabled from atiroad 
by a President sojourning in a foreign 
land, and also the first Wilson mes 
sage In six yeara read to Congress by 
a clerk Instead of being delivered In 
person. In addition to the recommen- 
dations noted, the President in hi* 
message reviews his plea in Ix'half (if 
woman suffrage; recommends that the 
tariff laws be siippiiod with teeth to 
protect American Industry against 
foreign attack; urges legislation td 
facilitate American enterprise through 
the expanalon of ahlppinf; and 9p- 
prores Saeretanr Lane's programme 
for land for returning soldlen. 

Of the Paris Peace conference and 
the lycague of Nations the President 
says it would be premature to discuss 
them or express a judgment. He also 
avoids any detailed dicussion of do- 
maatlc legislation twelve ot hla long 
abeanee from Waa hl ng t oa.

an extra 20c tax, same to be spent In 
the betterment of roads In the Coun- 
ty. In order to give the voters of the 
County an idea as to h«w the money 
wilt be spent, shonld the voters see lit 
to vote the Tai, the Fiscal Conrt 
wishes to give their intentions of ex- 
penditures as foliows: The 20c tax 
would bring In about f4ii.on(i per 
year. It is the intention of tha Court 
to spend 70 to 80 per cent, of said 
fund in the building of roadi of a per- 
manent nature, as it has been demon- 
strated, that macadam will not last 
under the heavy traffic, due to the new 
mode of travel, the automobile and the 
truck. The old road fund together 
with the balance of the new fund 
about 25 per cent, will be kept in tact 
for the upkeep of the roads, main and 
side pikes of the County, and not con- 
verted into the fund tor the building 
of permanent pikes. With the new 
fund the U. 8. Oovemment promises 
dollar for dollar of all money spent on 
certain pikes, and to others on which 
' (iovernnicnl will not contribute 
the State will give us aid. This year 
the Stale will give us $18,000. which 
unless this tax it voted, will not be 
forthoomtaig again, as it will be ap- 
portioned to other oonntles and we 
lose It, where otherwise If we can get 
It by voting this tax. we will get $36,- 
000 worth of permanent pike. 

In this County we have 212 bridges, 
not Including culverts, about "0 per 
cent, of which needs repairing and re- 
building, necessitating the expendi- 
ture of a great deal of money as they 
must be kept up, so with the roads 
needing repairing and wtth these 
bridges to keep up. it is hnrdly pos- 
sible 10 do it on the old road fund con- 
sidering the Increased cost of labor 
and material. 

It will be necessary while building 
these permanent pikea to keep the ma- 
cadam roads up as (kr as possible 
with the old fund and part of the new 
and as stated above, the old fund of 
$4:'.iiiiO Oil will he used for niainten- 
.mce purpose only on all of the ina- 
cailani pikes of the county until they 
can he replaced by something perma- 
nent. 

The impression has gotten out 
among the voters that this new fund, 
if created, by the voting of the 20c Ux 
is all to be spent on one pike. Here 
the Fiscal Court wishes lo state, that 
is not the case, neither Is it their 
intention to lio so, hut that the money 
raised by the tax, will be spent on all 
of the main pikes of the coonty» and 
not on any one particular road. 

The automobile Is here to stay. At 
i>resent this Industry Is but in Its In- 
fancy, and since they came Into vogue, 
llio liikes of the coimty have been 
gradually going back. Then as ma- 
cadam, cannot under any circum- 
sti'.nces be maintained, considering the 
condition they are 'In. on the oM road 
fund of about 141,000 » year. Wo amst 
have something permanent, and Oils Is 
tha Initial step to that end, as has 
been done in most of the progressive 
'itates of the Vnion.

I oome United Btataa Senator, that he 
'would telegraph Immediately after 
taking the oath as Senator and there- 
by vacating the oflllce of Oovcrnor. He 
kept his promise, but there was a de- 
lay In the delivery of the telegram. 

Misi Minnie Mahler, the Qovernor's 
Seoretary, telephoned to Washington 
to asoertsiin whether or not Oovemor 
Stanley had taken the oath of office 
as Senator. Stanley answered the 
telephone, stating that he took the 
oath at noon, or II o'clock in the Ken- 
tucky capital. 

The delay of an hour and SB min- 
utes In the transmission of the mes- 
sage kept Black out of the Qovernor's 
chair for that period of time. 

The eeremonles were held in the 
state reception room. Friends sent 
the new Chief Executive large bo\i- 
iinels of roses. One from Louisville 
was sent by officers of a number of 
labor unions. 

Although uttering not one word of 
criticism concerning his, predecessor's 
pardon records. Oovemor black stated 
shortly after taking the oath of office, 
that he had faith in the Courts and 
.Tudges and respect enough for law 
and order to "go slow on pardons." 

"I'ndoubtedly much of the crime 
that is committed In the slate Is the 
result of pistol toting," aaid Oovcr- 
nor Black. "When a man carries a 
pistol he is much more likely to get 
into trouble than if He did not have 
the weapon. Kentucky has a law mak* 
Ing It an offense to carry a deadly 
weapon concealed, and the law should 
he strictly enforced." he continued. 

Covernor Dlack declared that one 
of the most sacred things the nation 
has la the right of a fair trial by Jury, 
and that the verdicts of the Courts 
should not be set aside lightly. 

"My faith In the leua! ability and 
fairness of the .lodges of our Courts is 
so strong as to create iu nic the lieliof 
that not many persons arc convicted 
of crimes unjustly." he said, "and I 
think a Governor should be slow in 
setting aside, by pardon, the Judg* 
menta of the Courts. 

"Our system of jurisprudence makes 
the Court the .ludge of the law and 
the jury the judge of the fads, and 
llii'ir ilt'iiberale conclusion should re- 
cfivc the highest respect by the Gov- 
ernor, so that law and order may pre- 
vail and the evil-inclined made to fear 
to viotate the law."
